CHAOS IN FAR ALASKA. 

Effectfl of the First Earthquakes Jfiich 
More Severe Than riitherto 
Heiiorled. 

.Iiiiieaii, Alaska, Sept. 14, via the City 
of Toi)oka.— The Alaska Commercial 
Company's steamer Dora, Captain Jo 
hnuson, arrived from the westward liust 
night, with news of au extensive and 
terrible earthquake extending from Li- 
liiya bay, 150 miles lielow Yakulat, .'00 
miles northwest into the Cook Inlet 
eoiimry. It was the greatest iiheiiomena 
wititoHscd in Alaska since a Biuiilur oc- 
currence in the early days of the Russian 
traders. Darkness nnd chaos were on 
the face of the earth. 

The earth literally sunk down into the 
sen, and new islands and peninsulas rose 
up like huge leviathans showing tlioir 
bucks above the surface. ' Mountains 
tumbled down and slid into the ocean. 
The whole was acconiimnied by several 
tidal waves, one of them 15 feet high. 
The? Khocks occurred every day for a 
week—from Sunday. September [\, to 
Sunday, September 10, and were f(dt last 
Sunday at ,Itnu!an. Threir very hiird 
shocks disturbed things here coiisiderii- 
lily. One came early in the morning, a 
second about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
nnd the third about 5 in the afternoon. 
Ruildings were badly shaken. I'eople ian 
(lilt iiito the streets' in tliuir fright. All 
day there were minor tremblings. The 
largi^ ImildingH, such us the Occidental 
liotel, St. Ann's hospital nnd the church- 
es, rattled like ti crazy ship in a gab". 
Xo diiiniige to properly was done Ikmc 
or elsewhere, and there was no less of 
life, Aromnl Juiiean tlie mountains nre 
nil in place. The slmeks here cmitiiiiied 
steadily from ;iO seconds to 2 niiniiles.

According to tlii' stoiuiior Princess Lou- 
ise, wliieli rdturiu'd troni Xortln-ru pro- 
vincial ports >x'stordiiy, the misliiip to tliu 
Barbara Boscowitz — referred to in the 
Colonist several days ago — in more ser- 
ious than had Ikh'ii antifipalcd, iilt lioiijjli 
till! stoauH.'r is fiu- from liiMiif; Hi 
that tlie seiisaliuu-luviiif,' loc'al press has 
Ikjuii iiloasL'd to prouoiuu-e licr. Tlic ac- 
cident occurred at AberdLM.'ii last Fri- 
day night, the lieel of the vessel catching 
the remains of an old ice-breaker as she 
came up to the wharf, and the falling 
tide dropping her on her side as she 
hun^ pinioned, so tliat she filled by the 
hutelK's and settled to the bottom. Evcry- 
thiiiK was |>roiiii)tly uuide tight, and holes 
beiaj; liored, the water was got oht as 
speedily as possible. At hist reports the 
Tossel was still lying in 6 feet of water, 
apparently not budly injured, although 
it is possible that she may have been 
strained to a considerable extent. The 
chief apparent damage is to the 0,000 
cases of salmon belonging to II. Hell- 
Irving & Company, wliicli formed part 
of the loaded cargo. Five thousand eases 
were caught by the water, and will liav 
to be re-labelled and glazed. Otliei 
wise the insurance companies iiiteresteil 
in the cargo will not have to snlVer. 'I'lie 
Hteamer, it is e.xiiecti'd, will relcasi; lier- 
self, the (^liicrtaiii luiidiiit; aid it' it is 
re<)uireil, and come here fur ri'pairs. (Jaji- 
taiii W. H. Whiteley, in his report of the 
niisliap to tlie owia-rs sa.rs; 

"It is with regret that 1 Jiave to re- 
jKirt to you the nnlortun.ate stranding of 
the Boscowitz ut Aberdeen wharf on the 
night of the loili instant. The faels are 
lihese: We left the Huston eiinnery at 
1ll::iO J). 111., lop liigh water; liaii oil 
lioaKl at that time (1,001) eases of 
r^iUmon; calknl at Kssiiigton wharf, 
which is about 100 yards from the Ilos- 
t-on cannery; stayed there 20 luiiintes 
Jiiiil left for Aberdeen, which is uliout 
four miles up river, to take on some 
^mssengers. As we iicanil the wharf 
we notieeil the tide had fallen about two 
feet, but the tide gauge I could not see, 
ius it was kind of dark. JusI as I had 
stopped her, when alMiut half way up 
the wharf, her heel caught, niiil in spit(! 
of all we could do, remained hard and 
fast. She is lying easy, with about six 
feet of water in her; tio holes, as tar as 
we can see, but badly straine<l. At low 
water we found she had caught on the 
, renuiins of an old ice-breaker, which 
wtands about 00 yards from tllC wdiaxf. 
We have about half the salmon on shore 
at this cannery; about 1,000 cases are 
(luite dry; will discharge all here; it all 
belongs to the Bell-Irving Co. I do not 
kuo* if we will be able to come down 
under our own steam or not, ns there are 
several pipes broken in the engine room."

THE ELECTORAL LISTS. 

Tho Columbian thinks that the cri 

den! object of the government Jind logis 
latiiri' ill passing the act providing for 
tho cancidlation of the lists of N'ictoria, 
\'ancouver, New •Westminster and Niin- 
aimo was to purge tho lists of those four 
cities of dead men and abseiilee.s. Wi? 
do not know what the olijeel of this gov- 
ernment may have been, but the measure 
was certainly «o understood. Tliis ob- 
ject is a good one, although we fancy a 
means might have been discovered of 
purging the lists that would have been 
botrer calculated to securer a full regis- 
tration iil^ (iiialilied voters. However, 
we are not disi>osed to complain because 
people have to take the trouble to sei 
that their names are registered, provided 
sulHcient time is given before revision, 
and no doubt exists as to the legality of 
the new lists. 

Our New Westminster contemiiorary 
thinks it is tho intention of tho govern- 
ment to purge tho Victoria and New 
Westminster lists now, reserving Van- 
couver and Nanainio to be purged later 
(111. Tins is where all the dillleiilty arises 
under the act and the order of cancella- 
tion. The act of last session does not 
authorize the cancellation of the lists of 
the four cities at different times, but the 
cancellation of the four lists simultan- 
eously. The two propositions are rad- 
ically different. To suggest that the gov- 
ernment may select one or more of four 
cities and cancel .its voters' list at such 
time as it sees lit, and to authorize the 
cancellation of the lists of four cities 
.simultaneously are very different, mat- 
tyrs indeed. The language of the 
act is exactly what would be employed 
to convey tlio latter power, and we do 
not see bow it can be reasi^nably cun- 
slnied to confer the former. .\ iirinciiile 
of the interpretation of statutes is 
tlitit language conferring extraordinary 
powers must be interpreted strictly, ami 
the grantee of the power may not take 
by implication a larger aiitliority than 
the language warrants, when construed 
strictly. The goveriiiiient , in assuming 
lo suy which of the four cities shall be 
brought under the operation of the act, 
is unquestlomilily exercising an authority 
not conferred in e.\pi-''s-; biiiguage hy V.io 
legishitiire, :ii;il ihi..; being llu- case, wi' 
submit the courts will hold that the or- 
der of canccllalion is void nnd of no ef- 
fect.

'I'lio.se m'Iio ari' 
familiar with the history of (".anadii 
know how slowly libe eonntry revived 
from the terrible deprpj!sion under which 
it siifTored during the Jlnckenisie regime. 
If it had not been for the National 
Policy the recovery would have been 
even slower; but llii> statesinaunhip of 
Sir .Tolni Macdonald by bringing about 
the construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railway nnd fo.stering the home produc- 
tion of many articles previously iinporloil 
in the end lifted the eounlry out of what 
was almo.st a slough of despond. Dur- 
ing tlio time of the Mackenzie regime 
and for a few yrtirs later many patriotic 
Canadi^ilis almost d(>spiiirod of the f utnare 
of the country. Tlic ontlook was indeed 
dark, and thousands of young men, the 
most energetic and ('(niragiNnis. left 
lionio lo i<eek their fortunes in tlie United 
States, The eo.untry 'was being drained 
of its life's bloofi, ahncst as if by a wnir. 
It is iiotliiiig to the discredit of Sir 
Leonard Tilley and his e(dleagues that 
llie revival was not as rapid as they 
liepeil for. They were ' building more 
^vis(■ly than they knew. They wer(? lay- 
ing the foundations of n nation, and 
nations an? not biuilt in ji day. They 



m-ushrooms. Sir r>eonard TUley was 

undoubtotUy dlsapiKvinted in the imme- 
diottc results of the protective UirifT upon 
bius-iness, but ho wa.s acting a wise part 
in giving Canada such a itariil. His 
budget speech 'n parliament after he had 
enjoyiHl a year's ojiportnuity of watching 
tlie workiug.s of protection showed that 
ho bad not at lirst realized lu>w muds 
time was iie<.'essary in order to emible 
t.lie country to adjust itself to the new 
conditions, but hi tliat 6i>eeeb lie made 
an observation, whioli has proved pro- 
phetic. It wa.s that the Liberal party, 
when ihey be.uan to si-^e the workings of 
a protective tariff, would l>ecome advo- 
cates of it. Time and the responsibility 
of oDlce have been necessary to bring 
about tJiis result, but it has iiappened, 
and to-day we have tho -\rholc Liberal 
party and the whole Libeml press agreed 
Uiat the tariff question has been elimin- 
ated from polities. Not only is this the 
case, but we lind the same party adopt- 
ing the other great feature of tlie 
National Pidicy, which they then cou- 
demiied. and dci-birii!g for the opening 
up of Uie (.ouiilry by railways eonstrucl- 
e<l witli goverumeut assisfiance. Even 
Sir Richard Curtwright, who in the days 
to wbicb rcrerenco is above made, never 
grew winiry of condiMuning the C-onserva- 
tives for extravagance, is found not only 
excusing but applauding the largest out- 
lay ever voted by tlie parlmment of 
Canada iu a single session. 

History has more tlian justified the 
wisdom of the Niitional Policy. Then- 
is not a man in Canada who does not 
admit the wi.sdom of its inauguration 
and tlie success attending it. Of crili- 
clsan there may be mony or less, but this 
is not ;is to principles, but only as to 
details. The intenlian of the Nationiil 
I'olicy wits to develop Canadijin iiatjon- 
ality, to make our people self-reliant, to 
beget eonfideneo in the future of our 
laud. It had lliw effect, and " the grow- 
ing time " of which the Liberal press is 
so fond of boasting now is only the fruit 
sowed twenty years ago by Sir John 
.Macdonald, Sir I.*onard Tilley, Sir 
Chiirlea Tapper and those other stiites- 
mon who brought about confe(leratiou 
and sustained it by their wisdom in Ita 
hour of trial. 

The days of Iho Harbitra Bo^seowitz 
seem to Ik- ended. Well, she doesn't 
owe anybcKly anything, tor if there ever 
was n craft that did her duty by Jier 
owners it was this not pretty but highly 
useful steamer.

1 >isi;iissiin; wliai lias been somewliat 
crudely referred to as her "scheme" for 
the betlermeat of the condilioii of her 
se.x, «lie said yesterday; 

"Tlic project brielly is based upon the 
admitted surplus of women iu Kngtaud, 
where the female population outnumbers 
the male by somctliiu)^ like a million and 
a half. Many of these -women arc geu- 
thnvomen, who have been left perhaps 
with iModtrato Incomes, which they 
would bo glad to invest In this new 
couiitr.v >vere they in a position to til 
tlioniselvos to its requirements, having; 
done which they would become admira- 
ble colonists. 

".My desire is |o riial>li> llicm lo do 
so— to learn how llicy may best apply 
Iheir money and pner^'ics. in co-operative 
jiiiiall faiiiiin;:, poiiiliy raisin;.', fruit cnl- 
liire, dairying, etc., wliili' at the same 
time fitliiii' them lo do tlieir own worl;, 
as otherwise their iirotils would be un- 
doubtedly eaten up by the 'help.' 

".My susKestion is that a trainins- 
scliool. if it may so be tenm il. be estab- 
lishid in connection with the exiicrimeiit- 
al larm af Urandoii. so that the women 
may receive equal advantat,'cs with the 
men in littin.L,' themselves for colonial lifi' 
and its dilliculties. The cost woulil not 
lie such as to alarm a si'vernment, and 
the iusfilution, if Ki\en a lair start, 
would ultimately become splf-sustaininj;. 

"I have snbinitted my ])lan to Hon. 
.Mr. Siflon, from whom 1 have received 
11 decidedly anibi);uoiis achnowle'dgment, 
ami my visit to the W-.'st is mainly for 
the puriinse of verifyinv: exactly what 
life at the present time is like amon;; the 
educated class of people. 

"Hritish Columbia appears to be rather 
in advance of the Northwest, so far as 
agricultural co-operation is eoncerjied. 
There is indeed a wider liehl and greater 



scope in the Northwest than in this prov- 
iiici> for what may be termed the pioneer 
sistcrhooil— liiith "as operators on their 
own account along co-operative lines, or 
—it ^'irls— as lady holpers. 

"Not that I am not fully impressed, 
oven cli.irmed. with the i>rospect in this 
proviai e for woman's siicccs.s in sucli pur- 
suits as poultry raisin--, fruit «riiwiiij,', 
ilairyin;:. etc., for the city and mining 
ilisti'ict iniu'icets. I have the assurance 
of people who ought to Unmv that if the 
ladies would study the eonditions ami 
tlieii go in for these tilings intelligeiUly, 
they would do e.xceedingly well." 

In her tiK weeUs' trip westward from 
Ont.ario. Mrs. Kit/.tiilihon has sjient con- 
siileiahlc time on the Miinitubu and 
.Xiutliwest prairies, utilizing tile oppor- 
tniiilies presented for liccoming ae(|Uaint- 
eil with the new eleiiiciit in the Cana- 
dian population — the llouUholiors — as 
they really are. Slio has nuthing Inil good 
words for the liussian settlers, and limls 
them Mil agreeable, even fasi-iiia'ting, 
sillily, Ten (lays of her trii> were spent 
iiiiilrr canvas among the "DonUs" in 
Vnrktoivn and the north and south dis- 
tricts, iiiclmling Ihi'Ciiod Spirit lahe n- 
giiiii. near White Sand Kiver dislrici. 

having met and sliulieil limiiMiiily 
iiniler varied condilious in all parts of 
llie world, she declares tin'- 1 )iMikliolMirs 
a Iruly wonderful race—possrssril of 
great pinvers of endurance, uniiialcbiil 
iinliistry, am!, marvellous facility in 
ha iiili<'raft--alt hough they do ii<it shine 
coiisiiicuoiisly for Iheir " liiioU learning'." 
not more than 4 per cent. pi>s.sessiiig the 
ability to rend and write. 

Their woin<>n are o.\pprt.« with tlie 
needle, and as housekeepers or <l(>iiicstics 
nnsiirpasscil, belug neiut, clean and hon- 
to a (Jegree. 

The people as a class nro OKMenthilly 
clifi'erent from any other peasant race— 
reserved, dignified, strong and it'solute. 
a solid, undaunted and industrious 
pi'ople <ir tbouehtriil habits and (jreat 
thoniughness In whatever thej- devote 
tlioir eiiergies to. .As Rt<K'k-rai»sers, 
Iiorso-breedors <ir fanners they admit no 
^^uporiors. 

Spenking of the r<'eeut iiuwlent so 
iniieh spoken of by the Anierlcnji press, 
nnd freeiuently illustrated, too, when 
tlto Doulchnbor women yoked IheniKelvrs 
to tlie plough and took the j)Ian> of the 
horses in breaking llie sliibborir soil of 
their new home. Mrs. l''it/, (Jibhou says 
the casi^ has been generally mi-ainder- 
sloiid. The drawing of the plough was 
no illustration of a ilei;raila tion of 
\voiii:inli<M)il. but rather the reverse, 
showing how brave the wmiien are in 
their pioneer enileavors. Their sxTviee 
lis drawers of the ]ilow was eutirel.v 
voluntary, and merely the acceptiim-e of 
a cnniinon-neiise alternative. 

Tho scene of the ploughing was iii'ar 
Oosponie — nieanijig the a.ssiimptioii. for 
all the Doukhobor names are of rdigimis 
character — where only one team ot' horses 
was available for all ])iir|>osrs of the 
<'i>loiiy. There Wiis th/ur to bring from a 
p<iiiit, thirty or forty miles away, ami so 
the AViinieii held a coimeil and ileler- 
iiiiiied that the horses shmilil go for tlic 
llonr and they themselves would draw 
tlie plonu'h in the absence of the team. 

Tlii.s they did with the courage of 
trite pioneers— the women pioneers who 
really make the <'(mntry. 

.\« for the men, they were not sliirk- 
iiig by any means, bur it was for them 
to look -for work where work was to be 
Iiiid. Besides which they nntnberfsl 
nliont 3„')ni» adults in a colony of 7,(KI0 
— the majority of the male relatives 
being still in .Siberian prisons. 

In religion the Uoukliobors' are as a 
rule nininbers of the Society of l'^-ien<Is, 
or Qujik(;rs, a.s they are inort- generally 



termed throughout America. It ha.s 
been on acconnt of their religion inor*' 
than iinything else that Lhe perseetitioii 
of these immigrants by the synod of tlie 
Greek cliiircli forced them to ('aniida. 

And now that they are Ihm-c, Mrs. Ki1z 
fiibboii regards th(>m aw <iuite as worthy 
of honor as lilie rilgrini Kathers of the 
earliest continental history. Unless the 
('anailian people extend to Iheni what is 
hospitiility rather than charity, however, 
they slaiid in great danger of starving 
during the approaching winter, as 
through the lateness of the .season and 
the insutllcii.ucy of stud; li> break the 
grouml, they liave been altDgethcr tin- 
able to pri'pare fm- their own imiiiilen- 
iinee at the outset. 

The men have worked where they 
<'rnild get employtnenl— the women have 
built and kei)t tiie homes, often hritigiiig 
their logs for bnililing <listances of eight 
or ten miles on little t wo- wheele<l go- 
carts drawn by themselves. 

There is one iieciiliarity nliout tliis 
iiiteiestin',' iieoole that is most uiietkimiioi) 
in that they have no written history- 
no record of their race, even in picture 
lore. Their history is pre.serveil in 
beatitilul legends and in soiiK, their 
music being notable for the wndorfnl 
harmoaies that are chliraiftoristic of the 
music of tlie Crrrk church. 

Compared with the ordinary peasant 
class of any lOnropean counfclT. thi»se 
people stand ' iiliine and 8U|>erior for in- 
jelligeiice. reserve, dignity and properly 
dinetcd iiidusliy. , . ,
